Sometimes very rich persons who have poor 
men in their employment at home or abroad, 
support their families through charity, par- 
ticularly if they are relatives. Sometimes 


tracts, but this gives them no power over 
them as hostages or pledges. 

We will tell you how it is that Chinese 
poor come to California. Some have bor- 
rowed the small amount necessary, to 
returned with unusual interest on account 
of the risk; some have been ‘furnished with 
money without interest by their friends and 
relations, and some again, but much the 
smaller portion, have received advances in 
money, to be returned out of the profits of 
the adventure. The usual apportionment 
of the profits is about three tenths to the 
lender of the money and rarely if ever any 
more. ‘These arrangements made at home 
seldom bring them further than San Fran- 
cisco, and here the Chinese traders furnish 
them the means of getting to the mines. A 
great deal of money is thus lent at a nomi- 
nal or very low interest, which to the credit 
of our countrymen, we are able to say, is 
almost invariably faithfully repaid. The 
poor Chinaman does not come here as a 
slave: He comes because of his desire for 
independence, and he is assisted by the 
charity of his countrymen, which they be- 
stow on him safely, because he is industri- 
ous and honestly repays them. When he 
gets to the mines he sets to work with pa- 
tience, industry, temperance and economy. 
He givea no man any offence, and: he is 
contented with small gains, perhaps only 
two or three dollars per day. His living 
costs him something, and he is well pleased 
if he saves up three or four hundred dollars 
Like all other nations, and as is 
particularly to be expected of them, rhany 
return home with their money, there to re- 
main, buy rice fields, build houses and de- 
vote themselves to the society of their own 
households and the increase of the products 
of their country, of its exports, of its com- 
merce and the general wealth of the world. 
But not all; others—full as many as of 
other nations—invest their gains in mer- 
chandise and bring it into the country and 
sell it at your markets. It is possible, sir, 
that you may not be aware how great this 
trade is, and how rapidly it is increasing, 
and how many are now returning to Cali- 
fornia as merchants who came over as mi- 
ners. We are not able to tell you how 
much has been paid by Chinese importers 
at the Custom House, but the sum must be 
In this city alone, there are

Some of 
read in the papers other day, that the 
government of the United States, were go- 
ing to send ships to Japan, to open that — 
country to American trade. ‘That is what 
we supposed your country wished with 
China as well as other countries, but it can- 
not all be on one side, and it is plain that 
the more advantages we get from your 
country, the faster you will get the benefits 
of our trade. The gold we have been al- 
lowed to dig in your mines is what has 
made the China trade grow up so fast, like 
every thing else in this country. If you 
want to check immigration from Asia, you 
will have to do it by checking Asiatic com- 
merce, which we supposed from all that we 
have ever known of your government, the 
United States most desired to increase. 

What your Excellency has said about 
passicg a law to prevent coolies shipped to 
California under contracts from laboring in 
the mines, we do not conceive concerns us, 
for there are none such here from China, 
nor do we believe any are coming, except 
a small number, perhaps, who work on 
shares, as we have before explained, just as 
people from all other countries sometimes 
do. We will not believe it is your inten- 
tion to pass a law treating us as coolies 
whether we are so or not, You say there 
is no treaty provision for the manner in 
which Chinese emigrants shall be treated, 
and that the Chinese government would 
have no right to complain of any law exclu- 
ding us from the country, by taxation or 
otherwise. ‘This may be true of the gov- 
ernment, but it would certainly alienate the 
present remarkably friendly feelings of the 
Chinese people, and in many ways inter- 
fere with the full enjoymont of the com- 
mercial privileges guaranteed to the Ameri- 
cans by the treaty of Wang-Hiya. 

In what we here say we have most care- 
fully told your Excellency the truth, but we 
fear you will not believe us, because you 
have spoken in your message of us as Asi- 
atics, “ ignorant of the solemn character of 
the oath of affirmation in the form prescri- 
bed in the Constitution and the Statutes,” 
or “ indifferent to the solemn obligation to 
speak the truth which an oath imposes.” It 
is truth, nevertheless, and we leave it to 
time and the proof which our words carry 
in them to satisfy you of the fact. It has 
grieved us that you should publish so bad a 
character of us, and we wish that you could 
change ycur opinion and speak well of us 
to the public. We do not deny that many 
Chinamen tell lies, and so do many Ameri- 
cans, even in Courts of Justice. But we 
have our Courts, too, and our furmis of oaths, 
which are as sacredly respected by our 
countrymen as other nations respect theirs. 
We do not swear upon so many little occa- 
sions as you do, and our forms will seem as 
ridiculous to you as yours do to us when 
we first see them. You will smile when 
we tell you that on ordinary occasions an 
oath is attested by burning a piece of yel- 
low paper, and on the more important ones 
by cutting off the head ofa cock ; yet these 
are only forms, and cannot be of great im- 
portance, we would think. But inthe im- 
portant matters we are good men; we honor 
our parents; we take care of onr children ; 
we are industrious and peaceable ; we trade 
much; we are trusted for small and large 
sums; we pay our debts and are honest; 
and of course must tell the truth. Good 
men cannot tell lies and be ignorant of the 
difference between right and wrong. We 
do not think much about your polities, but 
we believe you are mistaken in supposing 
no Cninamen has ever yet applied to bonat- 
uralized or has acquired a domicil in tho 
United States except here. ‘There is a 
Chinaman now in San Francisco, who is 
said to be a naturalized citizen, and to have 
a free white American wife. He wears the 
American dress, and is considered a man 
of respectability. And there ase, or were 
lately, we are informed, Chinamen residing 
in Boston, New York, and New Orleans, 
If the privileges of your laws are open to us, 
some of us will doubtless acquire your hab- 


its, your language, your ideas, your feelings, 


|your morals, your forms, and become citi- 


zens of your country; many have already 
ill be good citizens. ‘There are very good © 
Chinamen now in the country, and a better 
class will, if allowed, come heteafter—men . 
of learning and of wealth, bringing their 
families with them. | 
In concluding this letter, we will only 
your Excellency not to be too _— wi 
us, to find us out and know us well, and 
then we are certain you will not conmmand — 
your Legislature to make laws driving us 
out of your country. Let us stay here—

The Chinamen. 


We publish on the outside of to-day’s 
paper their letter to the Governor of this 
State. We commend it to our readers. It 
took us by surprise. We were not pre- 
pared to believe that so forcible and well- 
written a letter could emanate from such a 
source. We earnestly hope it will be care- 
fully perused and candidly considered, es- 
pecially in the mines. It will disabuse the 
public mind -of many false impressions. 
These people ought not to be treated harshly. 
Because they are dressed in a costume that 
would not suit our tastes, they ought not to 
be despised. Because they speak a lan- 
guage that is jargon to us, let it not be in- 
ferred that they know nothing. Because 
they cannot assert and maintain their rights, 
let it not be supposed that they do rot them. 
selves understand and value them. Let us 
not judge hastily or act precipitately against 
them. We call ourselves Christians. Let 
us beware what character we by our con- 


duct attach to that name in the esteem of 


these “strangers: 

We confess to a feeling of shame and 
sclf-reproach on reading their letter to the 
Governor. It reminds us that it is men we 
are dealing with in these people—men pos- 
sessed of a sense of right and justice as clear 
and distinct as our own. 

We have talked much of intercourse with 
China, of the great advantages of her com- 
merce, of facilitating communication with 
her and diverting her trade from its channels 
to enrich ourselves. If all this is so very 
desirable, is there no law of reciprocity that 
binds us to any return of advantages to her 
people? Ought we not to respect their rights, 
and protect them from injury when they 
come to our shores? Why should they be 
singled out from all other foreigners, and 
be alone excluded from the mines? If they 
come in too great numbers, the evil will 
cure itself. Their labor will be usprofita- 
ble, and they will return. They are a 
peaceable people. We do not understand 
that they assert any claims or acquire any 
legal rights in the placers. And they do 
not offer any forcible resistance when Ame- 
ricans come in and exclude them from their 


diggings. Nor would they be likely to de . 


it, it their numbers were ever so great: 
They injure nobody. They carry away no 
very great amount of gold. They are not 
expert miners. And if they invest what 
they get, as many of them do, in trade be- 
tween China and ourselves, are we not 
largely the gainers? An armed fleet of 
ours now hastens to the ports of the sealed 
empire of Japan. What is it contemplated 
to do there? It isto bring about commercial 
intercourse between that people and our 
selves. Can this be accomplished and its 
advantages gained without opening ourown 
country to such of that people as may 
choose to come here from time to time to 
labor ~r transact business? Can we ex- 
pect to make the commerce of any people 


profitable while we push the people them- | 


selves from our shores? 

But Christian people have regarded the 
increasing facilities of intercourse with 
China, and the great immigration of China- 
men to California as a most important fea- 
ture of the times in a moral point of view. 
Here Paganism comes to meet Christianity, 
and look upon it in its own home. Large 
numbers of a people hitherto totally igno- 
rant of the religion and the civilization of 


the Bible, are brought to see something of 


both. We know that this will in time have 
aneffect. The tendency of light will be to 
dissipate darkness. The reputation that 
California gives to Christianity in the view 
of Chinamen, will be an abiding one. By 
kindness and just treatment, we can open 
their minds to it; and by wrong, oppression, 
and cruelty, we can shut the Empire against 
it more effectually than could any Chinese 
wall, though reared to heaven. Lect us be- 
ware of doing this great, this irreparable 
wrong. The subject may seem to promise 
difficulties in the future; but let us wait till 
we encounter them before we make our- 


selves anxious. 

The letter makes the folly of the talk 
about vast numbers of “ Coolies’’ enriching 
foreign capitalists from our mines with up- 
paid labor most ar rape It turns out 
that there are no “ ies” among the Chi- 
namen here, in the sense we have attached 
to that word, any more than there are — 
the people of any other country represen 
among us.

Self-Direction. 

How needed a faculty it is’) We have 
never been so impressed with the want of 
it, as during the three years of our:Cglifor- 
nia experience. - We have met persons well- 


educated, able-bodied, vigorous in. health, 


who were entirely unsuccessful, as they 
Called it, in this country. They could/iind 
nothing to do—at Itast nothing that prom- 
ised any valuable return. They were com- 
pletely at a loss—and were spending day 
after day in ingnirics, and getting advice 
amon; their friends, or in making friends of 
those they knew would feel any interest for 
them. They came to the country ‘to mect 
an uncle or a brother, and to go into busi- 
ness, of some kind, with him. On arrival 


they cannot fiod him; ‘or, they learn that | 


he has gone from the country. They are 
non-plused. They know not what to do 
with themselves. They seek some- one to 
find employment for them. Tbey’will do 
anything—but what they cannot guess. So 
they get discouraged—grow impatient—call 
the country hard names; and almast blame 
some old friend or neighbor for not giving 
them work, when he has none to give—or 
for not getting them places, when he knows 
of none, and cannot create them. 


We have met others so circumstanced 
who never said much to any onc—kept an 
eye on pceople’s wants and ways—-and ere 
a week was gone, they were at something 
—driving a prosperous business that they 
saw was not overdonc—or that was new 
and needed. They could not be kept idle. 
They would contrive, or pick up an cm- 
ployment where others would starye. They 
had the faculty of self-direction, They did 
not expect to be told what they stiould set 
about. They settled shat for .themsclves. 
They were masters, rather than journey- 
men. They were not mere instruments in 
the hands of others, and needing other's 
control; but having the knowledge of self- 
use, they were more like intelligent ma- 
chines that seem never to make mistakes. 
Men of this sort are not generally troubled 
with anything but too much work in Cali- 
fornia. They fibd so mnch that requires 
their efforts, that invites labor, that craves 
development, they are only embarrassed by 
the multiplicity of pursuits. 

We sce the same striking differences 
among Christians in this region — owing 
mainly to the faculty of self-direction. 
Scores are idle, or doing little, because they 
see nothing giving promise. They are ex-. 
horted to work in the vineyard of the Lord ; 
but how to work they know not. They can 
not go about anything on their own account 
and self-guided. 

Others are busy —oh, how occupied ! 
They cannot go amiss of opportunities for 
Christian labor. They are busy all the 
day. They literally invent methods of doing 
good. They are capable of adaptation. 
They do not expect the mountain to come to 
them. They can get to it, and will. They 
are self-directed—and not only so, but hea- 
ed. They are wise from above. 
¥ the Great Giver send us scores of such 
Christians! 


Sacramento Correspondence. 

Mr. Epitor,—The past weck has been 
one rather barren of incident among us 
here. ‘We have had changeable and fickle 
weather most of the time, and generally 
cool. The attempts at rain have proved 
failures. A few light showers have fallen. 
Saturday morning there was a slight frost 
in the vicinity of the city, which nipped the 
young melon-vinesand other tender growths. 
The gardens about look well, for the most 
part. Green peas are already on our tables, 
of this spring’s growth, and other such arti- 
cles. The grain crops are promising to 
come in finely. 


The mortality report for this city for the 
month of April embraces the names of six- 
teen adults and two children. This does 
not show a very bad sanitary condition after 
our flood. They are now giving the city a 
cleaning, and removing every aggravating 
cause of disease or discomfort. The mor- 
tality records of the last 18 months will go 
to prove that we have one of the most salu- 
brious climates in the world ; in which even 
a city situated like ours is troubled with 
few diseases, and those of a mild type, and 
easily managed. Some of our legislators, 
opposed to coming here, have tried to be 
sick, but have given it up. It is of no use. 
The legislative bodies last evening re- 
solved to prolong the sessions til] to-day at 
12 mw. As it will be impossible for me to 
send you aL the proceedings up to the 
hour of adjournment, I may as well leave 
all the doings of the present week for a fu- 
ture number. It will be found, I presume, 
in the sequel, that some curious bills have 
been passed during the last ‘two or three 
days, whose interpretation would puzzle a 
“ Philadelphia lawyer.” There will be few 
bills of any general importance that will 
not be acted on; though some will fail to 
becdme laws, in consequence of the disa- 
greeing actions and amendments of the two 
houses. The sessions held to-day are mainly 
for the purpose of enabling the Governor to 
sign all the bills before the hour of adjourn- 
ment; since it has been decided by the 
Courts, that a bill signed by the Governor 
after the time of adjournment fails to be- 
come alaw. You are aware that by this 
decision, in reference to the ‘salary bill of 
last year—declarirg it null—the members 


of this Legislature, and all’ the officers of 


government, will draw pay a} the old rates 
—so that the expenses of the will be 


15 or $100,000 more a year, than if that bill 


had become a law. A new bill has been 
passed and signed, and is sowa law, re- 


ducing the pay of legislators and officers of 


State tq about the same rates as fixed by 
the bilj-of last year. But it will be of no 
force against those now in office; since no 
salaries can be reduced or raised that shall 
apply t the case of the persons in office at 
the time of the alteration, until their respect- 
ive terms shall expire. 

The passage of Senator Soule’s school 
bill I am glad of; and hope it will be of 
avail ig’ promoting the interests of schools 
and edygation. Still many regret the sub- 
stitutiog. of Governor Boggs’ school land 
bill, forthe section concerning school lands, 
as origigally contained in the bill. The way 
it was Gone wasthis. The land section\was 
strickey-out of Soule’s bill, and then it pass- 
ed botlt Houses. Goy. Boggs’ bill was then 
amended and put through both Houses. 

Whag effect this will have on the school 
interests I cannot foresee—but it looks now 
as though it would pretty much defeat the 
accum@lation of any large fund for school 
purposes from the 500,000 acres—though it 
may furnish some funds for more immediate 
use. The whole subject is surrounded with 
difficukjes. 

The» Assembly yesterday passed a bill 
organiging the county of Pah-utah, in the 
Carson River Valley, on the other side of 
the Si¢rra Nevada. It is believed by many 
that that region is beyond the bounds of 
the State. Indeed, there can hardly be a 
doubt of it. But perhaps this movement 
will dg no harm. It is even supposed by 
some -that a part of the new country of 
Sierra, of which Downieville is the county 
scat, ic beyond the limits of the State, as 
fixed py the Constitution. But the people 
in the mountains, and beyond them, are 
really.a part of us; and what hinders their 
annexation. We were always of the opin- 
ion that the State line should have run 
through the desert beyond the mountains, 
and leng along the coast of the Sierra. 
Now # is very manifest that "would have 
been hest—for where. shall they who have 
settled. in that region go; if ihey come not 
to us$ There is: not habitable country 
enough beyond the mountains for a Terri- 
tory or a State; and Utah is too far off, and 
over yieserts. The settlement is but 130 
miles from this city by the newroad. What 
next?’ Yours, &c. Serr.

The people of Tibet are of the great 
Mongolian family, and exhibit its charac- 
ters in a very marked degree; platter face, 
with prominent cheek-bones, button-hole 
eyes and upright eyelids, squashed nose, 
wide mouth, retiring chin, scant beard, 
coarse black hair, deeply-marked and wea- 
ther-beaten-countenances; naturally of a 
pale-brown color, but tanned to any depth 
of copper, not without a ruddy tint at times; 
of a considerable variety of stature. ‘The 


English traveler who, in traversing the steep 


valley-sides of the Himalaya, comes for the 
first time on a party of Tibetans driving. 
southward their flock’of sheep and goats— 
each. little quadruped, like a camel from 
Lilliput, laden with some twenty pounds of 
salt or borax—is struck at once with the 
idea that he has stumbled on a group of 
Esquimaux out of Parry’s voyages. ‘These 
quaint, good-humored people frequent the 
fairs of the British hill-territory, to exchange 
their salt for wheat and barley; and some- 
times they get so far from home as to as- 
tonish, with unwonted apparition, the even- 
ing promenaders at Simla or Mussooree.

tion of salt and soda ; then churn it up with 
a quantity of butter, qgnd serve the mess in 
a teapot. At ‘Passisudon, Turner admired 
the dexterity (comparable to that of a Lon- 
don waiter manipulating a bottle of soda- 
water) with which the raja’s attendant, be- 
fore serving the liquid, ‘#giving a circular 
turn to the feapot, so as agitate and mix 
its contents, poured.a quantity into the 
palm of his hand, which he had contracted 
to form as deep a concave as possible, and 
hastily sipped it up.” When taken as a 
meal, tsamba, or the flour of parched bar- 
ley, is added, each man mixing his own 
'cupful up into a sort of brose or gruel with 
his five natural spatula. Meat is abundant, 
but is taken as an extra or embellishinent, 
rather than as a staple of diet. In cookery, 
the people appear to have none of the gen- 


China. Hares, winged game, and fish, 
though abundant, are not eaten, so that they 
have searcely any meat but mutton, (ex- 
cepting oceasionally yak beef,) and their 
mutton they have -but three ways of serv- 
ing—viz., absolutely raw, frozen, and boil- 
ed. "The frozen meat having been prepared 
in winter may then be kept throughout the 
year, aud earried. to any part of ‘Tibet. 
European travelers generally commend this 
meat, which undergoes no process of cook- 


These uncouth peasants, though perhaps ery, 


the best ethnographic studies, are not to be 
taken as samples of the culture and refine- 
ment of Tibet. The higher classes of the 
country have only been known to those few 
travelers who have penetrated to the capi- 


-tals—Ladakh on the one side, Lhassa and 


Teshoo Loombo on the other. All these 
seem to have been most favorably impress- 
ed with the kindly and simple, but by no 
means unpolished manners of the edneated 
class; the plain and unaffected language, 
the mild and unassuming demeanor, of the 
ruling prince at ‘Teshoo Loombo—which 
‘Turner, at the same time, says was charac- 
teristic of all well-educated ‘libetans—tiully 
accords with the character of the regent- 
minister at Lhassa, as he appears im the 
later narrative of M. Huc. 

Dark woolen cloth is the standard mate- 
rial of dress, formed into a wide frock, trou- 
sers, and leggings, the last replaced in the 
wealthy by boots of Russia, or other costly 
leather. Over all is worn a capacious man- 
tle of cloth, sometimes lined with fur. From 
a red girdle depend various purses, contain- 
ing the wooden teacup inseparable from a 
Tibetan, flint and steel, and other odds and 
ends. Gay broad-brimmed hats are in vogue 
at Lhassa, but are rarer in the west. ‘The 
women dress much like the men, and plait 
the hair-in narrow tresses hanging on the 
shoulders. On the top of the head the 
Ladakh women wear a flat lappet of cloth 
or leather, descending in a peak behind, 
stuck over with beads of turquoise, amber, 
and cornerlian ; and the back hair is gath- 
ered in a queue, which is lengthened by 
tassels of colored worsted intermixed with 
shells, bells, and coins, until it nearly 
touches the ground. ‘Though not veiled, 
like the Moslem women, with muslin or cal- 
ico, their charms are subjected to a much 
more efficacious disguise. Before leaving 
home, every respectable woman at Lhassa 
plasters her face with a black sticky varnish 
like raspberry jam, which gives her an as- 
pect scarcely human. ‘The practice is said 
at Lhassa to have been introduced some 
‘centuries ago, in order to check the immo- 
rality which was then rgmpant in the city. 
But it appears to be widely diffused, and is 
probably -ancient. Rubruquis refers to 
something like it in the thirteenth century. 
Grueber and Dorville, who traveled through 
Tibet and Nepaul in 1661, say, “The wo- 
men of these kingdoms are so hideous that 
they are liker demons than human crea- 
tures; for through some superstion, instead 
of water they always use a stinking oil to 
wash with; and with this they are so fetid 
and so bedaubed that they might be taken 
for hateful hobgoblins.” But tastes differ, 
and the same unguent which the missiona- 
ries represent as intended to render the wo- 
men hideously unattractive, or at least a 
modification of it, in fashions at Ladakh, 
Moorcroft appears to think is adopted as a 
cosmetic. From all the fathers could learn, 
the black.varnish has not altogether reform- 
ed Tibetan morals. 

The strange, repulsive custom of polyan- 
dry, or the marriage of one woman to seve- 
ral brothers, is diffused over the greater 
part of Tibet, though it is not mentioned by 


- Hue as existing at Lhassa. It is not con- 


fined to the lower ranks, but is frequent also 
in opulent families. ‘Turner mentions one 
instance in the neighborhood of -‘Teshoo 
Loombo, where fire brothers were living 
together very happily under the came con- 
nubial compact. 

Moorcroft speaks of three meals a-day as 
the practice of Ladakh, but this extraordi- 
nary sympton of civilization does not seem 
to be general. In Eastern ‘Tibet, regular 
meals are not in vogue; the members of a 
family do not assemble to dine together, 
but “ eat when they’re hungry, drink when 
they’re dry.” We remember to have heard 
a graphic description of the Tibetan cuisine 
from a humorous shikaree, or native Nim- 
rod, of our Himalayan provinces. “The 
Bhoteea folk,” he said, “have a destable 
way ofeating. They take a large cooking- 
pot fall of water, and put in it meat, bread, 
rice, what not, and set it on the fire, where 
itis always a-simmering. When hungry, 
they go and fish out a cupfal of whatever 
comes uppermost, perhaps six or seven 
times a-day. Strangers are served in the 


same way. If a man gets hold of a bone, 


he picks it, wipes his hands on his dress, and 
chucks it back into the pot; so with all 
crumbs and scraps, back they go into the 


pot, and thus the never-ending, still begin- | 


ning mess stews on.”
